A million dollars a day is spent for highway im- 
provement in the United States, a fund which wit- 
nessts the public’s high enthusiasm in this important 
work and which, if wisely administered, would 
But. in this, as in every 
other field of endeavor, enthusiasm must be yoked 
with adequate, workmanly plans in ordtr to achieve 
its purpose; and it is just there that American road 
building has betrayed a grievous weakness, Of the 
liberal sum which the various States and counties 
appropriate to the good roads caust, a large amount 
is wasted; wasted first through a lack of scientific 
methods in constructing the roads and wasted furth- 
ermore through the lack of an efficient system for 
maintaining roads after they are built and improved. 

It is an admirable thing for a community to vote 
bonds for extending or bettering its highways, or 
for a State to set aside liberal funds for this purpose.

“SAFETY FIRST” 


By Frederic J. Haskin 


“Safety first” is a slogan heard in every American 
mine and shop that is keeping abreast of the times. 
It bespeaks a higher appreciation of human life and a 
recognition on the part of capi- 
tal, as well as of labor, that the 
body of the worker is the first 
and most important thing to be 
preserved. All risk to life and 
limb will never be eliminated 
from the mine or from the great 
manufacturing plant. But it is 
possible greatly to reduce the 
number of accidents and to elim- 
inate eritirely those that are pre- 
ventable, or that are the result 
of careless methods or faulty 
machinery. 

* * *. 

The mining industry has 
caused the greatest number of 
fatal accidents, as well as serious injuries. 
ing operators realize this fact. Last year t'> 
ican Mine Safety asSociation was organized,

. At this meeting all of the great mining compa- 
nies of the country will be represented. The object 
of the organization is to increase the safety of mines, 
especially coal mines, by taking every possible precau- 
tion to prevent accidents and to provide for the 
promptest possible rescue of miners from a mine in 
which an accident vecurs. 
s . 

One of the most thoroughly organized safety sys- 
tems in the world is now in operation by the United 
States Steel corporation. The- different branches of 
this great trust had been attempting to lessen the 
number of accidents for several years. The corpora- 
tion itseif had a liberal system of compensation for 
aceidents, but the work was not systematized. A 
committee of safety has now been provided to or- 
ganize a harmonious safety scheme. The members are 
selected from the different departents and sufficient 
funds are provided to carry out the plans suggested. 
The comittee has spent over $0,000,000 since its organ- 
ization, but it has veduced the number of accidents 43 
per cent. This means 2,600 tewer accidents and a Sav- 
ing to the community of at least $2,000,000 ~ year. 

* * * 

Care upon the part of the workmen is essential 
to the success of every safety movement. A campaign 
of education along this line is being conducted in 
almost every industrial plant. Lectures are given the 
men and demonStrations of the dangers to be avoided 
in various parts of the works are frequent. Mottoes 
are printed upon the pay envelopes and upon the walls 
and in every available place. in some plants thes 
are changed frequently. Amongt he most practical 
are: ‘“‘Remember, it is better to cauSe @ delay than 
an accident,’ “The prevention of accidents and inju- 
ries, by all possible means, is a personal duty which 
every one owes, not to himself alone, but to his fel- 
low workmen,” “Let @very employe be a committee of 
one to prevent Some one accident,” “Look out for the 
other man; you might hurt him,” “Foremen, careless- 
ness is dangerous; if workmen insist upon being care- 


less, discharge them.”

In large shops much of the machinery is operated 
by electric power. So far as possible the electric 
wires are covered, but wherever the slightest danger 
of a shock is possible a large sign is displayed. One 
of those much used is startling enough to be under- 
tood by the most illiterate, foreign workmen. It in- 
eludes a skull and cross bones, a clenched hand from 
which radiate flames and -between them the word 
“BElektrika.” In some shops this sign is kept illumi- 
nated by electricity. The electric illumination over 
some of the entrance gates to the works of the Amer- 
ican Steel corporation has taken the form of the 
following sentences:

Ideas for additional safety devices are always in 
demand. Some plants award prizes to workmen who 
suggest safety ideas for their own protection or that 
of other workers. That the safety movement extends 
to every department is evidenced by the fact that one 
plamé has expended the sum of $32,500 to prevent 4c- 


cidents to lamp trimmers and window cleaners.

One of the devices which checks many accidents 
permits a workmen ceught in the machinery instantly 
to stop the wheel. A wire is stretched within easy 
reach, which is connected with the switches. This 
enables the man whose finger or clothing gets caught 
in a wheel or cog to ctop the machinery by a single 
jerk of the elbow. The invention has already saved 
the loss of many arms and legs.

The United States bureau of mines is entitled to 
much credit in originating the safety campaign which 
is now extending into every industry. This bureau, 
created by congress in 1910, has originated many of 
the safety devices now being introduced into the dif- 
ferent mines. It conducts an experimental mine in 
Pennsylvania for the purpose of testing néw methods 
and machinery for coal mining, designed to lessen the 
risk to the miners. Safety explosives have been the 
subject of special investigation. Over 10,000 tests 
were made laSt year in analyzing the explosives sub- 
mitted for examination. The experimental mine is 
equipped with apparatus for recording the speed of an 
explosive and the pressure produced. Safety explo- 
sives are now used in many of the largest mines in the 
country. Aside from their advantage in Safety, they 


are more economical than the dangerous ones formerly 
used, 
. . * 


The bureau of mines has six reseué Stations, lo- 
cated in the parts of the country where mining acci- 
dents are most likely to occur. It has also eight res- 
cue cars which may be sent promptly to the scene of 
any mine disaster. At the stations and-also on board 
are cars, mine safety lectures are delivered and in- 
Struction in rescue and first-aid work given to miners 
who desire to take them. The interest manifested in 
these lectures and inStruction has been most gratify- 
ing. More than 30,000 miners attended the safety 
lectures last year and more than 10,000 took part in 
the rescue and first-aid work. About 1,000 certifi- 
cates were issued to men who completed the course,

Each of the mine rescue cars contains eight oxygen, 
helmets, a dozen safety lamps, a field telephone with 
2,000 feet of steel wire, a collapsible steel mine cage, 
cage, a pulmotor, and a generous outfit of the pand- 
ages and other appliances used in first-aid-to-the.- 
jured work. Each car has had a regular itinerary, 
stopping at different mines and demonstrating its 
apparatus. As a result most of the larger mines have 
within a few months installed modern rescue apparatus 
of their own. A crew of, men, selected from volun- 
teers among the miners, is trained by government 
experts in the operation of the apparatus.

AS WARS ARE WON NOW. 

It was as simple a matter as the New York office 
of a corporation calling up its Boston office.

He managed 
the war without ever being near a battle- Surrounded 
by his departmént heads and experts, he was situated 
in a town well to he rear of the army at the focal 
point of his wires, where any vital “Hello, Central!”

-But their concern went to war 
with a deadlock among the board of directors, one set 
of orders from the president nd another set from the 
general manager, the plant in disrepair, the shipping 
department on a strike, stock heavily watered, and 
short term notes due in a panic, with call money sat 
100 per cent. 

An army is a great industrial corporation which 
moves most of its plant on wheels and legs. Its func- 
tions are the most inclusive and complex of any cor- 
poration, and it should be the most up-to-date. Other 
corporatiofis get their results from month to month 
and year to year in profit and loss. They are in 
touch with the test of sales. An army gets its real 
test only in war. 

AN ARMY MUST BE UP TO DATE. 

A private corporation may be out of date and keep 
on doing business for a while. It may travel on pres- 
tige, disdaining improvements and letting office dead 
wood continue to gum the wheels, but no army and no 
navy can be unprogressive and stand the trial of war. 
Whatever new invention apppears, you will find the 
tighting forces of the world the first to use it if it 
has any possible application in their profession. 

The most dramatic moment in recent military his- 
tory occurred when a German military dirigible had to 
descend in France because of engine trouble. The 
French officers had g peep at the great German mys-~ 
tery, and found, to their delight, that it had not a sin- 
gle appliance that was not already known through the 
hiddden processes of the French intelligence _ service.

ONE INVENTION MAY DECIDE A BATTLE. 

The fact 
that the Krupp recoil for field guns was not so good 
as the French, in the actuel test of war, was worth a 
score of regiments to the Bulgars armed with Canets, 
while the Turks were armed with Krupps. There is no 
more martial romance in perfecting a field gun, or in 
assembling the parts of a hattleship and organizing a 
battleship’s crew, than there is in perfecting automo- 
bile motors and organizing an automobile manufac- 
turing plant.

But every day brings its 
news of distressing accidents. 
How are they causéd? How 
prevent them? 

The cause of accidents may be 
Msted as follows: speed, carelessness, incompetéency, 
intoxication, cranking, defective machinery including 
tives, besides those ever present “causes over which 
one had no control.” _ Also that most fruitful source 
of sorrow, the other fellow. 


To obviate disasters from these causes: 

No one should be allowed to drive a motor who is 
not duly licensed by the state, after thorough test and 
examination. If a man cannot run a railway locomoe- 
tive except after long apprenticeship, why should he 
be alllowed in control of a powerful gas engine movy- 
ing not upon a track but free in a street full of Pedes- 
trians and vehicles? The combination of a fool and a 
forty-horsepower motor is top deadly to be permitted, 


No motor which is capable of more than a Safe 
number of of miles an hour should be allowed on a 
public highway. No oné has any business to Make 
more than this speed where there is traffic. If any 
wish the joys of speed let them have tracks reserved 


for speeding, where they car mufder one another in 
peace. No machine should be driven at such a pace 
that the driver cannot stop it within a short distance 


Any person found intoxicated while drivine an ai 
tomobile in a public thoroughfare should be sent to 
jail for a year. No fine. He is really a murderé?, 

Self-starters should be required on all machines, 
Cranking is the cause of many an accident. The geif- 
Starter is an approved success, 


The dealer who sells an auto representing it to be 
in good order, particularly in the case of secondhand 


machines, should be criminally liable if the machine 
is defective. 


Tire trouble seems inevitable. The ideal tire is not 
yet invented, and the tire makers cannot supply the 
demand even for poor tires. There are no dependable 
ones. The main danger from tires, however, is con 
fined almost entirely to speeding. A blow-out occur 
ring when the motor is going sixty miles an hour is 
likely to be fatal. 


After all laws are made and all precautions taken, 
however, a certain amount of danger remains, such 
danger as inheres in anything of human make. One 
is safe nowhere, even in bed. 


But there is hope that with the improvement in 
the laws, with the perfection of the motors, and with 
the growing sense of the responsibility with a ma 
chine of such power and destructive potentiality, the 
safety of riding in an automobile will become as great 
as the safety of riding in a railway train or ocean 
liner.
